Here it is evident, that God wills the salvation of all 


}men, and m consequence of this will Jesus gave him- 


selfa ransom for ali; yet you say; ‘* this is not God's 
absolute wili!’? We ask you, sir, what God would 
have done more if it had been‘his absolute will that all 
men should be saved? If God would give his Son to 
die for all men when it was not his absolute will that all 
should be saved, what would he have done if it had 
been his absolute will? See Rom. viii. 32, ** He that 
spared not his own Son, but delivered him up for us all, 
how shall he not with him also freely give us all thimgs?”’

Can you point 
ont what perfeetion of God is violated, by saving all 
men from sin, and reconciling them all to himself, 
through Jesus his Son? God says, he is a “* just God 
and a Saviour.” If he can save the sinner consistently 
with his justice, do you think that his mercy will op- 
pose it? Or can you, sir, inform us how the belief, 
that all mankind will finally be saved from sin to holi- 
ness, removes restraint from the wicked ? 

We can hardly find means to justify the exhortation
